Before He went away Je- 
sus took considerable time in 
giving instructions about the 
Holy, Ghost, and these 1n- 
structions have been read by 
all lovers of the Bible and 
the words have seemed so 
pleasant that they have been 
read repeatedly both private- 
ly and in public. Strange 
they have beenread so much 
and still not understand when 
really all seems so plain to 
those who have received the 


Holy Ghost. 


Jesus told the disciples He 
was going away, but He 
promised to send them anoth- 
er (John 15:26.) in His place 
that would give them com- 
fort and instructions. (John 
14:26.) He went so far as to 
say 1t was necessary for Him 
to go away, even if they were 
much disappointed and down- 
cast. (John 16:17.) He want- 
ed to impress on the minds 
of the disciples that it was of 
far more importance for them 
to have the Holy Ghost to 
assist them than Himself. 

After Jesus had given all 
the necessary instructions

20:22.) They did not receive 
Him there at that particular 
time, but later they did re- 
ceive Him. 

There is scarcely any one 
that reads his Bible that ob- 
jects to the teaching that the 
Apostles received the Holy 
Ghost, but in many cases it 
1s difficult for them to see the 
glorious privilege offered the 
children of God in these days. 

They seem to think there 
has been a change made since 
that time and that we cannot 
enjoy the same blessedness 
now that they did them. 

Here is the battle ground. 

Our oppossers say people 
do not receive the Holy 
Ghost now as they did then, 
and if they do receive Him 
they do not behave them- 
selves now as they did at that 
time. All right. We love the 
battle, and, having on the 
whole armor and knowing 
whereof we speak we rush 
into it without any fear of 
successful contradiction. 

When the Apostles receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost they all 
spoke with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. No one can deny this. 

“And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost and be- 
gan to speak with other ton- 
gues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” (Acts 2:4.) But 
there were others there with 
the Apostles that were afected 
in the same way. Thisisshown 


at Acts 1:14,.15. Men and wo- 
men all received the Holy 
Ghost and all spake with 
other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.

We are bound to admit 
that the Holy Ghost is a 
promise of the Father to us, 
for Jesus told the disciples to 
“wait for the promise of the 
Father, which, saith He, ye 
have heard of me. For John 
truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many 


days hence.” (Acts 1:4,5.) 
Peter also continues the 


saine teaching where he says, 
“Repent, and be _ baptized 
every one of youin the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy 
For the promise is 
unto you, and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” (Acts 2: 
38,39.) This includes us in 
these days as well as those 
that lived in the days of the 
apostles. 


To make this more impres- 
sive, and if possible, help 
some one to see the light 
clearer, we will refer them 
to the last commission gjven 
by Jesus as recorded at Math. 
28:19,20. ‘Go ye therefore, 
and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. Teaching 
them to observe all things 
whatsoever | have command- 
ed you: and, lo, [am with 
you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.” Then as Jesus 
taught them it was their privi- 
lege to receive the Holy 
Ghost, this Scripture shows 
that the same teaching is to 
continue, and the instructions 
are to be observed by us the 
same as by them at that time. 


In ali these Scriptures there 
appears the promise and 
command. God has promis- 
ed the Holy Ghost to all, and 
coupled with this promise is 
the command. Some claim 
itis all right to receive the 
Holy Ghost, and He is God’s 
‘promise to all, but they say 
itdoes not matter much if 





'take the ground that water 
‘baptism is not a command, 
or repentance is not a com- 
mand. The same truth is 
shown at Luke 24:49. “Tar- 
ry ye inthe city of Jerusalem, 
until ye beendued with power 
from on high,” which is a dir- 
ectcommand to receive the 
Holy Ghost for He had al- 
ready explained that they 
should receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost came 
upon them. (Acts 1:4-8.) I 
notice too, that the disciples 
were very careful to obey 
that command. He had told 





is a command, for it is plain- 
ly recorded at Acts 17:30. 

“But now commandeth all 
men every where to repent.” 

Now let us apply this same 
analogy to the next verse. 

“And we are his witnesses 
of these things; and so is also 
the Holy Ghost, whom God 
hath given to them that obey 
him.” (Acts 5:33.) 

Please remember God 
commanded all men every- 
where to repent. This in- 
cludes us now in the twenty- 
eth century. But while the 
command was given, the re- 
cord declares that God gave 
repentance. We have shown 
that God has command all 
His disciples every where to 
receive the Holy Ghost and 
now we notice the above 
statement declares He has 
given the Holy Ghost to all 
them that obey Him. In both 
cases God gives the com- 
mand and also gives the bless- 
ing. Noone can repent ex- 
cept God gives repentance, 
but God gives repentance to 





them before that they were 
His friends if they obeyed 
His commands and they cer- 
tainly proved their friendship. 

“Ye aré my friends, if ye 
do whatsoever | command 
you.” (Jno. 15:14.) 

This shows that they would 
have proved themselves to be 
His enemies if they had not 
received the Holy Ghost. 

If this command was bind- 
ing on the disciples in the 
days of the apostles it is 
equally as binding on us to- 
day, for Jesus told them to 
go into all the world and 
teach all nations to observe 
the very same things He had 
commanded them. It 1s cer-| 
tainly clear to any unpreju-|

all who meets the required 
conditions. No one. can re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost except 
God gives the Holy Ghost, 
but He gives the Holy Ghost 
to all them that obey Him. 
This leads to the point 
where we can say to all, Re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost; and 
that this is a glorious promise 
and a divine command. We 
wish to add, too, that there 1s 
always “Something doing” 
when the command is obey- 
ed and the promise fulfilled.
